A Pharaoh's House rouNo in the Nile 
Delta . 

Thb Kitoheh oP the Palaoe. the butler-b 

PANTRVANO the 80ttLLERV»H0W THE 

Disss vfiRV CAME TO be Made. 

From the London Tiiues, .lune the IStli. 

A very curious and iiilere.stiiig dis- 
covery Im.s liecii made in llie loiiftlieat 
and dreariest corner of tlie North east- 
ern Delta. In' a laud wliere jjrevioun 
explorers have found only temples and 
tombs — the monuments of an extinct 
faith and tlie grftv.-.s of a dead nation 
— Mr. Flinders PiUrif liiis lighted upon 
the ruiii.s of n royal palace — not a jial- 
acc of I 111' il iiliiou.s lii.Htoric By/.aii- 
tine Bort, hut a genuine and highly re- 
spectable structure, with an unbleiniah- 
ed pedigree and u detinile place in the 
hi&tory'of four great nations. In a 
word, the fortunate llndor of Nauk- 
ralis has for the last six or eight weeks 
been working ii])on a large mound, or 
group of mounds, called Tell Defon 
neh, which Kgyptogoli.il.s anil histori- 
ans have long identihed with the "Pel- 
usiac Daphnase" of the Greek writers 
and thfe "Tahpanhes" of the Bible 
Here he has discovered the ruins of 
that \ fi y palace to which, as recorded 
in the liook of tlie Prophet .lereiniah, 
(chapter -l.'!), .Joliiinan, ihe .sou of Kar- 
eah, followed liv "all tin' Captains of 
the forces" and "the rt'iniiant of .Ju- 
dah," brought the fugitive ilauglit(;rs 
of Zedekiali, then a dethroned and 
mutilated cii])tivo in Hablyon. This 
flight of the Ifehrew Priiicenses took 
place about B. V. 585, during the reign 
of Ua ah Ka (tweiity aixlb iigyptian 
dynasty), whom the Hebrews called 
Hophrs and the Greeks Apries. The 
Pharaoh received tliem with hospital- 
ity. To t*"e masE. of .Jewish iimnigrantH 
he gra' -d tracts of land extemling 
from 'ridipanhes lo Buljustis, while to 
the (lauglitiTH of Ze(lekiah, bin former 
ally, he ftHsigiied ihis royal residence, 
which tlm Bible calls "I'liaraoh'a bouse 
in Tnhpanhi^H." 

THE s<;i;ni: thv. ui.scon ioi'.'i. 
At the tiiiic when tluMc events hap- 
pened the whole of this part of i.ho 
J)elta, to the westward as far as Tanis 
(San.) to tho southward as far as the 
Wadv Tumilai, was a rich pastoral 
di.strict, fertili/.ed byj the annual over 
flow of tho Pi'lusiac and Tantin arms 
of tho Mile. It is now a wildernesH, 
half marsh, half desert. Toward the 
eastern extremity of this wilderness, in 
the midst of an arid waste relieved by 
only a few .sandhills overgrown with 
stunted tamarisk bushes, lie tho 
mounds of Defeniieli. I'"ar from roads, 
villages, or cnltivaied soil, it is a place 
which no traveller goes out of hia way 
to visit, and which no explorer has 
hitherto attempted to excavate. Si.x 
teeu* ntijes of marsh separate it on the 
one side from Tanis, while on the 
other tliB horizon is liounded l)y the 
boron-haunted lagoons of 1/ike .Menz 
ftleh and the' mud s .vam|is of llio plain 
of Polusium. TIk) inounds consist of 
three groups situated from half a mile 
to a milo apart, the intermediate Hat 
being covered] with stone chips, pots- 
herds ami the remains of brick found- 
ations. These chips, potsherds ami 
foundations mark the silo of an im- 
portant citv in which the lines of the 
streets and the boundaries of two or 
three large incloaures are yet visible. 
Two of the mounds are apparently 
mere rubbish heaps of the ordinary 
type; tho third is iMitiroly composed of 
the burned and blackoiKMl ruins of a 
huge pile of brick liuil>ling:<, vinililn, 
like H lebsnr l>ira iNiniroud, for a great 
distanoe acrohs the plain. Arriving at 
his destination toward evening, foot- 
sore and weary, 'Mr. Petrie beheld this 
•inf^ular objeclvStanding bigb against s 



lurid sky and reddened by a liory sun- 
set, His ArahR hastened to tell him its 
local name, and he may be envied the 
delightful .surprise with which ho learn- 
ed that it is known far and near as 
"El Kasr el 3»nfi el Yahudi— th(> 
Castle of the Jew's Daughter." 

SEBINQ AT ONOE 

tbat the interest of the place centred 
iA this "Kasr" Mr. Petrie forthwith 
pitched hi.s camp at the foot of the 
slope, between the tamarisks and the 
right bank of a brackish canal which 
inter.sects the outskirts of I he; inouiul 
and expands soiiiowhat higher up into 
two good-sized takes. The place being 
literally in the midst of an uninhabit- 
ed desert he had brought with him a 
patriarchal following of Neboslieli folk 
— men, boys ri.nil gira — .soiiu; -10 souls 
in all, to .siiy uothinj; nf iuuihI.i and 
baggage. AVant of s[)ace forbids ns to 
follow Mr. Petrie step by step in his 
work of exploration; pikiuciIi that lie 
liad at oniMi coiu^untrated his forn^s 
upt)ii Ihe "Kasr," wliii.'h has now been 
so thoroughly cleared mil ami cleared 
up that not onl ' its lucli itecturul 
structure, but il.s liislory has bocn res- 
cued from oblivion. 

The building was til si a ati ongbohl, 
quadrangulaf, lofty, massive; in ap- 
pearance very like the keep of Ro- 
chester castle. It contained sixteen 
square chambers on eai-h lloor, both 
the outer wiills and ])artitinn walls be- 
ing of enormous strength. It is, nf 
course, iiupossible lo guitss of how 
many storeys it was originally com 
po.sed; but the hulk of the mound con- 
sists of its (lebr'K. This stronghold wns 
built liy Psainiiu'tichus 1., whose 
foundation de[joaits (consisting of liha- 
tiofi vessels, corn ruhliers, Hpecimens of 
ores, model brick.s, the bones of a sac 
riiical ox and of a small l>inl, and a 
series of little tablets in gold, silver, 
laiiis lazuli, jasppr, oorneli.'in and por 
celain, engraved with the royal niiiiie 
and titles) have been discovered by 
Jlr. Petrie under the four corners of 
the building. 

TIIEKAME 01" THE FOUSUEIl 

being thus dL'terinined, we at once 
know for what purpose the castle w«s 
created. What the excavations have 
disclosed is, however, still more curi- 
ous. And h6re it is necessary to re 
member that the place is not nuM ely a 
ruin, but a burned ruin, the upper ])or- 
tions of which have fallen in and buri- 
ed the basements. Furthermore, it was 
plundered, tlismantled, and literally 
hacked to pieces before it wns set on 
tire. The state rooms, if one may use 
so modern a phrase, were lined with 
slabs of fine limestone covered with 
hieroglyi)hic inscrijjtions, bas-relief 
ligure.s of captives and the like, luoat 
delicately sculpturiiil and painted. These 
now lie in heaps of splintered frag- 
ments, from aiiicng which ^\r. I'etrif; 
has with difficulty selected a few per- 
fect specimena Tlie whole place, in 
short, tells a tale of rapine, and veiig 
eance. It would be idle, under iln si; 
circiiuistiitice.s, to hope for I he di.seov- 
ety of objects of value aiiiony the ruins. 
Moreover, it was only in the bu.seineut 
chainliers, where things might havii 
fallc-n through from above, or have been 
left //( jitu, that there seemed to be 
any prospect of "tinds" for the exjdor- 
or. Now, the baHements were the of- 
ticea, aiul some of tiiese ollices have 
been found intact under tho .superin- 
cumbent rubljish. There is certainly 
nothing very roniaulic in the discovery 
of a kitchen, a butler's pantry and a 
scullery. It would be more satisfactory 
to find a throne room or a treasure 
chaniher. Vet even these domestics 
iircdiiii beconie interesting when they 
form part of an interesting Mi^yptiuii 
palace nf 'l,i^>h'2 years ago. 

Till: KlT'< ili:.N 
of "I'hiiraoh s house in Taphanlies" is 
a hig room, with ri'ci'ssiis in the thick 
noss of the vvalls, which served for 
dressers- IrLere aonie fourteen large jars 
and two large flat dishes were stand 
ing in thi'ir place.--', uiiliarined amid the 
general duhlriictidii. .'\ pair of stone 
corn rubhors, a largo iron knife, varirdi.i 
weights and three .small llal iron pok- 
ers — or [lOBsibly 8j)it8 — were also found 
in this room. The butler's pantry, it 
need scarcely be said, was the room to 
which wine jars were brought from the 
cellar to be opened. It contained no 
umphorte, hut hundreds of jar lids and 
jilaster amphoric Btoppers, some slump- 
ed with the royal ovals of J^aiiiineti- 
cliUK, and siJiiie with t.lioso of Necho, 
his sucL-eM«or. Jdere uIho waa found a 
]](jt of resin. The empty nmphone, 
with (juantities of other pottery, most- 
ly liroken, were jiilcd in a kiiid of nil) 
l)iKh (Icjiot elosB by. Some of lliose 
aiiiplior;e havn the 1 nte-shaped liiero- 
glyjjh sigiiifviiig "liefer" ( good) ncrawl- 
ed throe times in ink ujion the side, 
which, not to speak it profanely, may 
probably indicate some kind of "XYX" 
for Pharaob'.i consuinpt ion. .Most-uuri- 
ous of all, however, is a small room, 
evidently sacred to the scullery maid. 
It contains a recess witji a sink, a built 
bench to Htaiid things ujioii, and recess- 
es in the wall by way of shelves, in 
which to place what has been wuslied 
up. "The sink," writes Mr. Peine, "is 
formed of (i' large jar with the bottom 
knocked out and tilled with broken pot- 
shreds placed on edge. The w.ater ran 
through this, and then into more brok- 
en iiots lielow, placi<d one in aiiolher, 
all bottoiulesH, going ilovn to the 
clean saod : some four or lire feet -be- 
low.-' Tbs potsbreds in - Ibis sink iare 



covered with organio iniitter :and clog- 
ged with fish boiigB.' j.'. " . ' « 

ISr 0THER"'0HAl(tBBU8 

there have been found large quantities 
of early tireek vases ranging from K. 
C. GOO, some tinely painted svith scenes 
of gigaiitoniachia , chiiiieran, harpies, 
sphin.xea, processions of damsels, dan- 
cers, chariot races and the like, nearly 
all broken, but many of them qui o 
niendnble; also several big aispliorie 
witbjlarge loop liandles, quite pt-rfect. 
A sword liaiullb with a wide curved 
guard, soiiii! scab? armour, bronzed 
rings, auiulot.s, beads, .seals, small brass 
vessels and other minor objects of in- 
tere.st have also turned, up, and two 
rings engraved with tho titles of H 
priest of Amen. .Some small tablets 
inscribed with |the name Aniasis 
(.\hiues 11.) and a large b.von/e seal of 
April's ( Hophra) are iuiportaiit inas- 
much as they completti the nBine liiilis 
in the historic chain of the tweniy- 
:>ixtb Dynasty. # «■ -« 

To idi'iilify J<;reniiairs stones (un- 
less he lilts tirst inscribed tliein, which 
is unlikely) would of course be iiiipoii- 
siblc, Vet Mr. I'etrie has lookeil for 
tliein diligently ami turned up the 
brickwork in every part. Some un- 
hewn stones have indeed been dug out 
from below the surface, and it is open 
to enthusiasts to identify them or not 
as they think lit, but about the "Bal- 
.nt" it is scarcely possil)le that there 
shouM be a dill'orenee of opinion. I hd 
Nebucliadi:e//.er really coiiio to| Tiipliiiii- 
hes and spread his royal pavillion on 
that very spot, and was Jeremiah's 
jji-ojiheey fultilled? 'iSgyptian insorip- 
tionw s;iv that he came, and that 
.\prieH defeated him; llaUyloiiiau in- 
scriptions state that lie conquered, and 
the truth is hard to discover. At all 
events there are three clay cylinders 
of Nebuchadnezzer in th(! Museum at 
IJoiilak inscribed with the great King's 
inuiie, titie.s, parentage, etc., which there 
is uiueli leiison to believe were found 
a few vcars ago at Ihis place, and not 
as the Aral) sellers stated at'J'uBsun, 
in the isthmus. Such .cyHnderB were 
taken with him by Ifebuchadnezzer in 
his wiuipaigns for the purpose of mark 
inp the place where he planted his 
standard and throne of victory. i

Governraeiit, and who is now ataynifj; ut 
theDriard in this city, ima always been 
one of tha most oonsiatmit and atauncheat 
of the oonaervative party. For thirty- 
two yeara hia name waa prominently iden- 
tified with the oonaervative press. Mr. 
Whilo haviiii; sn fur back ns< IHo;! buon 
proprietor of tliu retoi'l)oro Uavion, In 
ISO'I ho roniiiveii from Ihuiicu to tlaniil 
ton whoru ho piirclmsod tho Spectator, 
flo had always takou a voryKfOftt interest 
in poiitica; and in titat year ho became 
a candidate for the representation of 
South Wentworth, but was defeated by a 
majority of ."> rolus. In 1870 ho went»to 
Monnoiil, whoro in cdiijimotion with his 
brother, ho purchased the Miintroiil 
Gazette, and in 1874, while still engaged 
in the nianaf>eniunt uf liiat paper, ho 
went down and contested the county uf 
Preacott at the gonoral elections; but waa 
again defeated, — this time by five votes. 
In the fall'of the year a vacancy occurred 
by the acliun of the ooiiilu in vnidiui^ the 
election in Moiitroiil Woat. He uiitored 
the liatu l>iit wan duftiatod by a iimjority 
uf 7 votes. Ilo oonteatod and snc- 
ueeded in voiding the election. 
A new sandidate came out against him , 
and ttf{ttin Mr. White was beaten — 
tlus nuijorily nti thin occiiaioii beiiit< 
.OO. Till! canao of hia defeat waa uwiii'; 
to the fact of ills being a past 
grand master of the Freemasons ; 
every elt'ort having been made to utilize 
the French prejudice against this secret 
body. Ill apite of the want of success 
with which his etl'orts had been crowned, 
he with indonutable pluck and ener!,'y ran 
in 187H for Uardwell Hiid waa at laat re- 
warded, having curried his oloctiou by a 
majority of 257 votes. He ran again in 
1882 and curried the constituency by 343, 
In August of last year he accepted oflico, 
under Sir .John Macdonald, an Miuistur 
of the Interior, and was re-elected by a still 
greater majority — G4L I pon being sworn 
into ollice he withdrew entirely from 
newapaper life after havin); uninterrupt- 
edly followed it, aa we previously men- 
tioned, for two and-thirty years. Thia, 
Mr. White's first visit to the province, is 
uiado in coiuioclion vvitli the business of 
hia department. The party will probably 
leave on their return trip next Thursday, 
again taking the Canadian Pacific railway, 
and will visit the Northwest territory, 
reaching Ottawa about the lOch of next 
month, Mr. White enys that such oppor- 
tunities aa he li ia been afforded from per- 
sonal observation of this province have 
impressed him most favorably, especially 
the magnificent scenery along the line of 
railway on thia side of the Rocky moun- 
taina.

Patriotism will, especially 
at the tirat blush, often over ride all coii- 
siderution of personal advantages; yet, 
noble aa is the aentiment of which it is 
the expression, a cuntinuod strain upon it 
tends to aoriously detoriato ita powsr and 
piiUs upon its desire of rasponse. With 
such diversity of iiitoresta, therefore, that 
niuat .irise, and which distance itself will 
onijonder, it becomes nocosaary to appeal 
to a more practical and i>orhapj graver 
oonsiduratioii — that of cotiiinercial iiiter- 
, eaut. These |interesta in every possession 
, are becoming lesa and less identical with 
the mother country and each other, under 
the present system, and each territory is 
becoming more ongrosaed with ita in 
'■ dividual welfare. To thia feelinj; then 
, must the appeal bo made, and the fact he 
donuinstruted that in the integrity of tho 
: empires lies, in these days of consoli- 
I dation of natural strength, the safety of 
i each; and circumstances go tc show that 
1 the retention of the ureal ige and power of 
I ancient kingdoin can beat lie auatained iMi 
' a solid and laaiing liaaia of federation 
with her fc.i'uign [)oaseaaiona. 'I liat that 
fodiM'ution ia not only poaaible, Inu can

Very many and hitter coiiiplainta aro made 
against the renioval uf the p.iat ollice, 
which is said to liave been done to suit 
private intoreatB. At all events both 
matters should reneivu immudiate atten- 
tion at the hands of the public.

The New fflilitary Hide to be 
Issued to the British Troops. 

The London Times saye: Yesterday 
afternoon Col. LI. T. Arbuthuot, lloyal 
Artillery, superintendent of the Small 
Arms Factory at Enfield, read a paper in 

the theatre of the Royal United Service 
Institution on the new miliary ritle 
which ia to be isaued to the troopa. Tliis 
weapon had been otii;ially dubbed the 
Enfield Martini. Col, Arbu hn it g'^" 
historical sketch of tho changes that had 
ensued in the adoption of small arma in 
the British service from the date of the 
diseardiiig .-f "Brown I'eaa."

The Lan - 
caahiro election takes place next Monday.

Many pass by tho richer place-) 
on the louth and tiorlh forks of the 
Similkamoan, hurryini; to (Jraiiito ami 
tho upper creekc, only to use up their 
tnoans and find themselves unable to 
niakd a livelihood; whereas they would, 
and can, tind better returns by not going 
to far as Granite City. Many persons 
have reached after water for bench claims 
and discovered that they were taking 
from streatns that dried after the main 
melting of the anuw. Tlie bench claims 
on Granite Creek which, no doubt, are 
rich, cannot be worked until after the 
streams have been mined, as nobody will 
be permitted to carry the debris from the 
benches into the creek while every foot 
of tho latter is being worked. The peo- 
ple are all healthy, and at every point on 
tho wayside one meets with nothing but 
civility and good treatment. Tho prices 
of goods are reasonable, considering the 
cost of transportation. Tho trails, mainly, 
are good, with tha exception of that por- 
tion which requires to be taken to avoid 
fording the Skagit river. This part is 
dangerous from its roughness and tho 
narrowness of tho path which winds in 
some cases along the very brink uf steep 
bluli'd.

Two Grand Old men <tuarrcl. 

London, July 3 — Mr. Gladstone has 
written the following letter to Mr. Bright: 
EoiNiiuiioH, July 2. 

My Dear Mk. BRiaiir, — I am sorry to 
ba compelled to auain address you . In 
youv speech at Birmingham you charge 
mo with havinft aucoessfully concealed 
iny thoughts last November. You ought 
to know that this is not a fact, for in re- 
ply to others from whom this gross charge 
was more to bo expected than from you, 
I pointed out that on Nuvombor 8th I 
told my electors in Edinburgh that if the 
Irish elections went as I expected, the 
magnitude of the subject they would 
bring forward would throw all others in 
tho shade and that it wont down to the 
very roots and foaiidations of our whole 
civil and political institutions. Do you 
now adhere to your accusation i Second- 
ly, you say that I deacribod a "con.'jpira- 
cy" now existing in Ireland, as "march- 
ing through rapine to break up the king- 
dom." This is also contrary to fact. In 
Jrt81, there was, in my opinion, such a 
conspiracy against the paymunt of rent in 
union counties and I so decribed it, \n 
my opinion there is no such conspiracy 
now, nor anything in tho least degree re- 
sembling it. You put into my mouth 
words, which coming from me, would be 
alisoluto falsehoods. Thirdly, you charge 
mo with a want of frankness, bocauso I 
have not pledged tho governmont to some 
doC'iied action in regard to the land bill. 
A charge of this kind as between oldoul- 
luaguea and friends is, to say the least, 
unusual. Evidently you have not road 
the bill or my speech introducing it ami 
yuu have never boon concurned in Iho 
practiciil work of legislation of diHicult 
and complicated subjects. The foundation 
of your charge is that on such a aubjoct I 
do not, in the midst of overwhelming 
work, formulate at once a new course and 
method of action without consulting my 
colleagues. It might have occurred to 
you who have boon in the cabinet, that 
such a course on my part would have been 
indecent and disloyal and that I should 
g:reatly prefer to bear all the charges and 
suspicions which you unexpectedly aro 
the man to fasten on me. For you stato 
that you are r^oiiviiioed that it is my in- 
tiintiou to thrust tho land bill through 
parliament. If I am a nun capable of 
such intention, 1 wonder that you over 
took otlico with one so ignor.int of tho 
spirit of tho constitution and so arbitrary 
111 character. Though this appears to bo 
your opinion of ma, I do not think that 
opinion is hold by my countrymen. Von 
quote not a word in support of your 
cltarge which ia absolutely untrue. Every 
candidate will take his own view, but I 
cortainly will not foregw my right to make 
some effort to amend the dangerous and 
mischievous land bill passed last year. I 
have done what I could to avoid a con- 
troversy with you, and while you have 
driven me to remonstrate against yuur 
charges, I advisedly abstain fronj all no- 
tice of your statements, criticisms and 
arguments.

the bottom. Tttkicig the average depth of 
tho ocean to be three miles, there would be 
a layer of pure salt 230 feet thick ou the 
bed of the Atlantic. The water ia colder at I 
the bottom than nt the snrface. Iu the { 
many bays on the coast of Norway the water I 
often freezes at the l.ultoni before it does 
above. Waves are very deceptive. Tiwlook at , 
thciii ill a storm one would think the water 
traveled. The water stays in the same 
place but tha motion goos on. Someti^ncs 
in storms these waves are forty feet hiuh | 
and travel fifty miles an hour — more than 
twice as fast as the swiftest steamer. The 
distance from valley to valley is L'onorally 
lifteon times tho height; hence a wave five 
feet high will extend over seventy-five 
feet uf water. The force of the sea dash- 
ing on Bell Rock ia said to bo aoventeon 
tons for each siiuare yard. Evaporation 
ia a wonderful power in drawing the 
water from tha sea. Every year a layer 
of the entire sea foiirteoii feet thick ia 
taken up into the clmula. The winila 
bear their burden into the land and the 
water cumes down in rain upon the fields 
to How back at last through rivers. The 
dupth of thu sea presents an interesting 
liroblem. If the Atlantic were lowered 
(i.o'il feet, the distance from shore to 
shoic would be half an griiat, or l,."i(IO 
iiillos. If lowerinl a little nioru than three 
miles, say 19, (180 feet, there would be a 
road of dry land from Newfoundland to 
Ireland. This is tho plane on which the 
great Atlantic cables were laid. Tlie 
Moditoi ranoaii is comparatively shal- 
low. A drying up of (100 feet would leave 
ill roe different aeas, and Afriua would be 
jollied with Italy. The Britirdi channel 
13 more like a pond, which aoooun'.s for 
I S cliopuy waves. It has been found 
ditlicult to got correct soundings of tho

Gladstone aaya that ho 
inHista on "the principle of giving Ire- 
Iftnil an etlrclive government by Irish 
men," and would gladly have tin' 
world heleive that all his oitponeut.s mv 
hoatile to this principle. On the con 
Irary all the best of them are favorabli; 
to it. But they think hiH pi-o[)osu(l 
mode of giving efTcat to it a bad and 
dangerous one. Mr. Bright is as favor- 
able to "the principle of permitting 
iraland, with proper limitalioua, to 
govern herself." Bnt the question i.s, 
what these proper limitationa are. Mr.

Irish Parliament would be a Kun-

or perhaps only ten, years younger, 
would think and say the same, lint he 
i.-i in a hurry; he want^i to .si'ltle riiti 
liLslj que.stion at onci', and he thinks 
he Hecs his way to .'si'tt.ling it fur the 
uioiiient by Bo<:uriiig the Parnellitf 
vote, which can be secured only by 
conceding a National Irish Parli i 
nient. The trouble in the future hi' 
will not live to see. 

Ia'I a inerican.s ask tlicniHelves wlial 
they would have thought of a atates 
man who assumed that the only way 
of giving the Southern States an 
effective Government by Southerner.s 
was t(,- create a general Southern 
Con^ijrens at llichniond. Willi the tab 
eiit.s which the Southern men have for 
politics and oratory, such a Congress 
would inevitably have giown into a 
|)Ower confronting the Washington 
CongrasB anu embarrassing it, however 
linoerely the Southern men might have 
professed, in first asking for it, that 
into this it should never grow. So as to 
Ireland. The very talents of tiie Iri.sli 
for ])olitii's and oratory will inevitably 
make an Iri.sh Parlianuuit grow into a 
power confronting the Imperial Par- 
liament and embarrassing it, however 
eincerely the Irish may now profess 
that they do notoiean their Parlianionl 
to grow into anything of the kind. I 
by no means blame them for asking 
for 3uch a Parliament. But I say that 
an English minister who concedeB it 
may be a dexterout politician and par 
liamentiary manager, but is no states 
luan. 

"Let, however, "the principle of 
giving Ireland an efteciive goverment 
by Irishmen" be your principle as tirm- 
ly as it ia Mr, Gladstone's.
